Although online shopping is 
on the rise, The Downtown 
Halifax Business Commis¬ 
sion is hoping the clip-clop 
of horses’ hooves and carols 
floating through the air will 
lure people away from their 
screens and into local stores 
this season. 


Over the next week and a 
half, a horse-drawn trolley that 
seats 15 will be winding its way 
from Bishop’s Landing along 
Lower Water Street up to Hol¬ 
lis and Barrington streets with 
stops along the route. 

“We’ve never done a win¬ 
ter one downtown,” executive 
director Paul MacKinnon said 
Wednesday. “It’s meant to 
create a more festive, holiday 
spirit.” 

MacKinnon said the trolley 
will run in the evenings on 
Thursdays and the daytime on 
Fridays to give people work¬ 
ing and visiting downtown a 
chance to tiy it, and many fam¬ 
ines will likely come out for

the Saturday rides. Quartets 
of carollers will also be roam¬ 
ing the streets along the trolley 
route, sometimes dressed in 
Edwardian costume or match¬ 
ing colours and scarves. 

Jill Rafuse has been singing 


with East Coast Carolling for 
three years, and said there’s 
something special about per¬ 
forming holiday carols instead 
of chamber music with other 
groups since the tunes are fam¬ 
iliar to eveiyone. 

“It’s one thing to have 
canned Christmas carols but 
it’s quite another to hear some¬ 
body singing them live, and I 
think that that brings a certain 
joy to everybody,” Rafuse said 
with a smile in between songs 
in the Scotia Square food court. 

“If you enjoy making the 
music yourself, it shows and 
other people appreciate that.” 

Those who use the trolley 
also get a two-hour parking 


pass for Scotia Square parlcade, 
MacKinnon said, and there will 
be free parking on the three 
Saturdays before Christmas in 
Scotia Square, the waterfront 
lots and Metro Park. 

With online shopping 
booming eveiywhere, 

MacKinnon said traditional 
retail trends are stepping back 
a few decades to the era when 
families went downtown to 
see store windows or Santa 
Claus at the mall. 

“What’s really going to 
work ... is that added experi¬ 
ence,” MacKinnon said. “En¬ 
courage them to come down¬ 
town instead of sitting in front 
of the computer.”

Man charged 
with assaulting 
patient out on bail 

A man charged with sex¬ 
ually assaulting a sedated 
patient at the QEII hospital 
has been granted bail. 

Scott Christopher Gore- 
ham, 43, of Lower Prospect, 
was charged with a single 
count of 
sexual 
assault in 
relation to 
an alleged 
incident 
at the 
QEII on 
April 15. 

Police say an 18-year-old 
woman was being prepared 
to undergo surgeiy when a 
hospital worker allegedly 
saw Goreham — a patient 
attendant who was assisting 
the procedure — inappro¬ 
priately touch the sedated 
victim. 

Capital Health said 
Goreham had been working 
as a patient attendant since 
1999 and was suspended 
right after the incident was 
reported a week later. 

They held their own 
investigation, and he was 
fired with cause on April 30. 

In court on Wednes¬ 
day, bail was granted for 
Goreham, who returns to 
court Jan. 15 in Halifax for 
election and/or plea. 

As part of his bail condi¬ 
tions, Goreham is to have 
no contact with the victim 
and isn’t allowed to be 
around the QEII hospital, 
except as a patient.

City council aims to keep its 
promises with 2015-16 budget

Halifax regional councillors 
made some changes dur¬ 
ing a first look at the 2015- 
16 capital budget to ensure 
some previous commitments 
would be delivered on. 

City staff told council’s 
Committee of the Whole on 
Wednesday the capital budget 
— which pays for buildings, 
equipment and non-transit 
fleet, land development and 
transportation infrastructure 


— will rise to $159 million 
from $144 million in 2014-15. 

It includes an increased 
investment in street recapit¬ 
alization and sidewalks and 
was balanced as presented to 
council. 

However, council passed 
a motion from Coun. Lorelei 
Nicoll to ensure $2.3 million 
would be allocated to pay for 
a new all-weather artificial- 
turf sports field in Cole Har¬ 
bour. 

The project was includ¬ 
ed on a list of four labelled 
as needing direction from 
council to proceed, despite a 
council motion of approval in 
Februaiy. 

“Eveiy community sports 
organization is looking for 
this to happen,” said Nicoll. 
“To come back now and say 
it’s going to be considered at

some future date is not going 
to hold water with the resi¬ 
dents and the organizations.” 

Director of planning and 
infrastructure Jane Fraser 
told council that staff have 
time to consider funding op¬ 
tions, as the capital budget 
was presented almost three 
months earlier than usual. 

“We’ll look at projects we 
can close out from previous 
years, which would increase 
some funding,” she said. 
“We’re going to look at some 
projects to increase cash flow, 


other projects that can shift.” 

Council also passed a mo¬ 
tion to get a staff report com¬ 
piling all spending related to 
active transportation. 

Coun. Linda Mosher noted 
a previous council had asked 
that $5 million a year be de¬ 
voted to the subject, but only 
$1 million was allocated for 
implementing the newly ap¬ 
proved active-transportation 
plan. 

But Fraser said that num¬ 
ber would rise if the costs of 
infrastructure that supports 
active transportation — like 
new sidewalks and improved 
intersections — were includ¬ 
ed. 

“I think when we add up 
everywhere where we are 
investing in active transpor¬ 
tation, it’s probably in the 
$ 5-million range,” she said. 


City council. Year-round usage of boat club sought 


Councillors agree it’s time to 
start looking at making year- 
round use of some of HRM’s 
seasonal facilities, like the St. 
Maiy’s Boat Club. 

Coun. Waye Mason asked 
city staff to provide a report on 
the logistics of funding repairs 
to the 105-year-old building in 
either 2015-16 or 2016-17, not¬ 
ing the building hasn’t had any 
major capital upgrades since 
1991. 


“It’s a beautiful and small 
and veiy efficient facility,” he 
said. “This is one of only two 
recreation facilities that are 
operated by the city in my en¬ 
tire district... and it’s veiy, veiy 
heavily used.” 

The boat club needs new pil¬ 
ings, which means essentially 
rebuilding the structure — and 
creating an opportunity to add 
heat for year-round use. 

Coun. Tim Outhit said it 





makes no sense to leave a facil¬ 
ity in a prime location sitting 
unused for most of the year. 
“When we start putting 


money into these facilities, 
maybe it’s time to look at some 
sort of year-round use,” he said. 
“Three months a year we use 
some of our facilities goes veiy 
quickly, and the needs don’t go 
away.” 

Council agreed to the re¬ 
quest for a staff report, which 
will also consider upgrades to 
Beazley Field and the MacDon¬ 
ald Bridge Bikeway Connector.

Two Halifax-area parents got 
quite the scare on Tuesday 
morning. 

Police officers responded 
to a pair of separate com¬ 
plaints, one from Cole Har¬ 
bour and the other from Tan- 
tallon, about a man with a 
“heavy accent” who left voice 
mails stating their children 
had been kidnapped “and to 
call him back or else.” 

A Halifax RCMP news re¬

phone number and said both 
parents immediately con¬ 
tacted their kids to ensure 
they were safe.

The Mounties believe both 
phone calls were hoaxes and 
are “investigating them as ha¬ 
rassing in nature,” reads the 
news release sent out Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon. 

Both calls were answered 
before 9 a.m. Tuesday. 

Halifax RCMP spokes¬ 
woman Sgt. Linda Gray said 
that, if this happens to more 
parents, “the first order of 
business is, obviously, to 
make sure that (they verify) 
the whereabouts of their chil¬ 
dren.” 

“As soon as you hang up, 
pick up the phone and dial 
*57,” she said. “Then the 
phone companies might be 
able to trace the calls.” 

Finally, be sure to call po¬ 
lice after that, Sgt. Gray said.

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Tri-County. Adviser to fix 
school board governance 


An adviser will work with the 
Tri-County Regional School 
Board in Nova Scotia to solve 
governance and accountabil¬ 
ity problems highlighted in an 
auditor general’s report, Edu¬ 
cation Minister Karen Casey 
said Wednesday. 

Auditor general Michael 
Pickup said in a report released 
Wednesday that the board 
serving Digby, Yarmouth and 
Shelburne counties is not ad¬ 
dressing poor student achieve 
ment, especially in math and 
reading. 

The 6,100 students under 
the board’s jurisdiction have 
some of the poorest literacy 
and numeracy results in the 
province, he said. 

Pickup’s report says the 
board has not ensured that 
school officials are accountable 
for the delivery of improved 
performance by students. 

“Roles and responsibilities 
need to be clearly defined so 
that they are understood by 
both the governing board and 
management,” it says. 

Casey said she’ll choose a 
ministerial adviser to work 
with the board to improve

oversight. 

Improvements are expected 
over the next six months, and 
the adviser will be required 
to provide her with monthly 
progress reports, Casey said.

Province too slow on ‘critical’ 
surgeries, says auditor general 



Hip and knee surgery. 

Nova Scotia still years 
away from meeting 
national benchmarks 


Nova Scotia is years away from 
meeting national benchmarks 
on wait times for hip and knee 
replacements, the provincial 
health minister said Wednes¬ 
day after the auditor general 
found the province lags all 
others on the issue. 

Only 43 per cent of knee re¬ 
placements and 58 per cent of 
hip replacements in Nova Sco¬ 
tia met a six-month national 
benchmark last year—the low¬ 
est rates in the country, Michael 
Pickup said in releasing his first 
report as auditor general. 

Pickup said his audit found 
that Nova Scotia does not have 
a plan to meet national wait 
times for elective surgeries 
despite the fact that an ortho¬ 
pedic working group has been 
meeting for nearly two years. 

He said that while the sur¬ 


geries may be considered non¬ 
emergency procedures, they 
are nonetheless significant in a 
province with an aging popula¬ 
tion. 

“It is critical,” Pickup said. 

Last year, for instance, the 
average wait time for knee 
replacement surgeries in Nova 
Scotia was 615 days, his report 
said. The national benchmark 
is 180 days. 

Pickup also noted that re 
cent estimates by the Health 
Department say about $35 
million is needed to start com¬ 
pleting 90 per cent of hip and 
knee replacements within the 
six-month benchmark. An addi¬ 
tional $7.7 million would then 
be needed annually to maintain 
the standard. But Health Minis¬ 
ter Leo Glavine said the govern¬ 
ment doesn’t have that kind 
of money to spend in order to 
fix the wait-time problem in a 
single year. 

“We have such a wait-list 
challenge that it is going to take 
time for that catch-up to really 
occur,” Glavine said.

A New Democrat government 
would ensure police are able to 
track eveiy firearm in Canada, 
but would also seek to avoid 
the pitfalls that made the now- 
defunct long-gun registry so 
controversial, Tom Mulcair said 
Wednesday. 

The NDP leader disputed 
the Conservative government’s 
contention that gun registra¬ 
tion is an unfair, onerous re¬ 
quirement for law-abiding gun 
owners. 

“I have nothing against see¬ 
ing honest farmers and duck 
hunters be able to have their 
weapons,” Mulcair said outside 
an NDP caucus meeting. “But, 
you know, that honest hunter 
who goes out with his pickup 
truck, it’s a registered pickup 
truck ... the trailer’s registered 
and the 4X4 is registered. Heck, 
his dog is registered.” 

New Democrats “have confi¬ 
dence in the ability of farmers 
and duck hunters to fill out a 



form,” he added. While farmers 
and hunters are entitled to own 
firearms, Mulcair suggested 
there must be strict limits. 

“What kind of duck do you 
hunt with an assault weapon? A 
pterodactyl?” 

There’s no reason a system 
of tracking firearms has to go 
“overboard,” as the Liberals did 
when they created the long-gun 
registry and imposed criminal 
penalties for failure to register,

Veterans Affairs 
underspent on war graves 


Veterans Affairs spent millions 
less than it budgeted for main¬ 
taining war graves last year in 
cemeteries like those in Italy 
visited recently by Julian Fan- 
tino, a report reveals.

Prostitution law comes on 
anniversary of massacre 


Dec. 6. Anniversary of 
the Montreal Massacre 
is also a nationwide day 
of action on violence 
against women 


It’s “sick and twisted” that Can¬ 
ada’s controversial new prosti¬ 
tution bill comes into force on 
a day dedicated to eradicating 
violence against women, says 
one of the women behind a 
successful court challenge of 
the old laws. 

The new legislation, known 
as the Protection of Commun¬ 
ities and Exploited Persons Act, 
comes into force on Saturday, 
Dec. 6, which is also the Na¬ 
tional Day of Remembrance 


and Action on Violence Against 
Women. 

The day — the anniversaiy 
of the shooting deaths of 14 
women at Ecole Polytechnique 
in Montreal at the hands of 
gunman Marc Lepine — has 
evolved into an occasion to 
commemorate all female vic¬ 
tims of violence. 

Those who work in the sex 
industry have expressed their 
disdain for the new prostitution 
laws, which they fear will result 
in more victims, not fewer. 

“I think that it’s a really sick 
and twisted day for it to hap¬ 
pen,” said Valerie Scott, one of 
three women behind the land¬ 
mark Supreme Court case that 
declared Canada’s legislation 
on prostitution unconstitu¬ 
tional. 

“That day should not solely

be for women who were mur¬ 
dered by Marc Lepine, it should 
also be for women who were 
murdered by Robert Pickton,” 
said Scott. 

Pickton, a B.C. pig farmer, 
was convicted almost exactly 
seven years ago for the grue¬ 
some murders of six prosti¬ 
tutes, and had been charged in 
the deaths of 20 others. 

The case was among those 


referenced by the Supreme 
Court last year when it struck 
down Canada’s prostitution 
laws, arguing that they de¬ 
prived sex workers of the abil¬ 
ity to work safely. 

The decision gave the gov¬ 
ernment one year to establish 
new laws. The new bill was 
introduced June 4, reviewed by 
both the House of Commons 
and Senate and granted royal 
assent on Nov. 6. 

By the bill’s own terms, it 
was slated to come into effect 
30 days after that — which is 
how Dec. 6 came to be the date. 

“We do not control the 
passage of bills in the Senate, 
nor when a bill receives royal 
assent,” said Clarissa Lamb, a 
spokeswoman for Justice Minis¬ 
ter Peter MacKay.

Top Mountie testifying in harassment case 


A longtime Mountie suing 
the RCMP for harassment was 
seen as “almost unequivocally 
embittered towards the force” 
while his superiors were re¬ 
garded as “blameless” despite 
the man’s repeated allegations 
against them, RCMP Commis¬ 
sioner Bob Paulson testified in 
a Newmarket, Ont., court on 
Wednesday. 

The head of the force was 
subpoenaed to testify at the 


civil trial of Sgt. Peter Merri- 
field, who alleges in his lawsuit 
that he was harassed by some 
of his superiors within the 
RCMP and that they employed 
aggressive and intimidating 
means to try to silence him. 

He was questioned at 
length on what he was told 
about Merrifield, with Mer- 
rifield’s lawyer suggesting the 
commissioner got incomplete 
information on the officer, 


which led to further damage 
to his reputation as recently as 
last year. 

Court also heard that Mer¬ 
rifield had written to Paulson 
raising the issue of a superior’s 
possible involvement with 
prostitutes. 

When Merrifield’s lawyer 
asked if an investigation was 
conducted into the matter, 
Paulson said “no.”

Two more women accuse 
Bill Cosby of sex abuse

Three women who claim they 
were victimized by Bill Cosby 
appeared at a Wednesday after¬ 
noon news conference called 
by attorney Gloria Allred. 

Allred wrote in a news re¬ 
lease that she will propose a 
way the women can “obtain 
justice” despite statutes of lim¬ 
itations that would prevent 
criminal or civil cases from be¬ 
ing filed. 

Two of the women have 
never spoken about their ex¬ 
periences with Cosby, Allred 
wrote. The third woman was 
prepared to testify against Cos¬ 
by to support another woman’s 
2005 lawsuit claiming sexual 
assault by Cosby in Pennsylva¬ 
nia. Cosby settled that lawsuit 
before it went to trial. 

The press conference comes 
a day after a sexual batteiy law¬ 
suit was filed by Judy Huth, a 
Southern California woman 
who claims the comedian mo¬ 


lested her in a bedroom of the 
Playboy Mansion around 1974 
when she was 15 years old. 

Huth’s lawsuit states she 
became aware of the psycho¬ 
logical damage of the incident 
recently. Under California law, 
adult victims who suffered 
childhood sexual abuse can file 
lawsuits within three years of 
when they discover the abuse 
caused significant psychologic¬ 
al trauma. 

In recent weeks, more than 
a dozen women have accused 
Cosby of drugging and sexually 
abusing them. Cosby’s lawyer, 
Marty Singer, did not respond 
to requests for comment on 
Wednesday, though Cosby’s 
lawyers previously have issued 
statements characterizing 
some of the claims as previ¬ 
ously discredited and others as 
untrue. 

Cosby, 77, has steadfastly 
refused to answer questions 
about the sex abuse allegations. 

Singer has denied some of 
the accusations and said several 
of the women accusing Cosby 
have been discredited, but 
none of the claims have been 
tested in court.

No indictment for 
officer in chokehold death 


Rome. Dig for subway finds

A grand jury cleared a white 
New York City police officer 
Wednesday in the video¬ 
taped chokehold death of 
an unarmed black man 
who had been stopped on 
suspicion of selling loose, 
untaxed cigarettes, a lawyer 
for the victim’s family said. 

The decision not to in¬ 
dict officer Daniel Pantaleo 
threatened to add to the

to the fatal police shoot¬ 
ing of 18-year-old Michael 
Brown in the St. Louis sub¬ 
urb of Ferguson, Mo. 

The Garner case also 
sparked protests, accusa¬ 
tions of racist policing and 
calls for federal prosecutors 
to intervene. 

Jonathan Moore, an at¬ 
torney for Garner’s family, 
said he was told of the 
grand jury’s decision. Two

Rossella Rea, the dig’s 
leader and a culture ministry 
official, said Wednesday that 
archaeologists discovered a 
first-centuiy agricultural busi¬ 


ness, the closest to Rome’s 
ancient centre ever found, an 
irrigation basin measuring 35 
by 70 metres, and an exten¬ 
sive drainage system near the 
ancient Aqua Crabra water 
source. 

Notable finds included a 
three-pronged iron pitchfork, 
storage baskets, leather frag¬ 
ments possibly from a farm¬ 
hand’s glove or shoe, and 
traces carved into stone by a 
waterwheel’s repeated turn¬ 
ing. Also extraordinaiy are 
well-preserved vestiges of wil¬ 
low and other tree roots and

Germany. Woman came 
to rescue of girls being

Hundreds of mourners paid 
their last respects Wednes¬ 
day to a young woman hailed 
as a hero, who suffered fatal 


injuries after intervening to 
help two teenage girls being 
harassed by a group of men. 

Tugce Albayralc had been 
in a coma since mid-Novem¬ 
ber following an early-mor¬ 
ning altercation in Offenbach, 
near Frankfurt. She died Fri¬ 
day, her 23rd birthday, after 
her family gave permission to 
switch off her life support. 

Albayralc’s funeral was 
held outside a mosque in 


Waechtersbach in central 
Germany. Her coffin, covered 
by a green cloth with Arabic 
script in gold, was placed on 
a stone table, flanked by Ger¬ 
man and Turkish flags. Tur¬ 
key’s ambassador to Germany 
and the Hesse state governor 
also attended the ceremony, 
conducted in both Turkish 
and German. 

The braveiy of the Turlcish- 
German woman triggered an 


outpouring of public sympa¬ 
thy in Germany. 

Albayralc and two friends 
came to the aid of two teen¬ 
age girls who were being ha¬ 
rassed by several young men 
inside a bathroom in a Mc¬ 
Donald’s at about 4 a.m. on 
Nov. 15. Later outside, one of 
the men allegedly hit Albay- 
ralc in the head, and she fell 
to the ground.

2014 tied for 
hottest year: UN 

Temperature data shows 
2014 is currently tied for 
the hottest year on record, 
the UN weather agency said 
Wednesday. 

The World Meteoro¬ 
logical Organization (WMO) 
said the global average tem¬ 
perature in Januaiy-October 
was 0.57 C above average, 
the same as in 2010. 

The ocean temperature 
set a new record in the 
nine-month period, while 
land temperatures were the 
fourth or fifth highest since 
record-keeping began in 
the 19th century, the WMO 
said in a UN report.

Airstrikes. Iran believed 
to have struck at ISIL: U.S. 


Iranian jets have carried out 
airstrikes in Iraq against mil¬ 
itants from the Islamic State 
of Iraq and the Levant (ISIL) 
in recent days, U.S. officials 
and independent analysts say, 
underscoring the strange al¬ 
liances generated by the war 
against the extremist group 
that has beheaded Americans 
and blown up rivals’ holy sites. 

Washington and Tehran 
are locked in tough negotia¬ 
tions over Iran’s nuclear pro¬ 
gram. But at the same time, 
the two adversaries have been 
fighting parallel campaigns on 
the same side in Iraq to defend 
the Shiite-dominated govern¬ 
ment — and the region’s 
Kurds — from ISIL militants 
who have seized large sections 
of Iraq and Syria. 

It has long been known that 
Iranian troops and advisers 
have been fighting alongside 
Iraqi forces against ISIL, but 
until this week there had been 
no confirmation of Iranian air 
activity. The timing and nature 
of the strikes are not clear, but 
U.S. officials say some involved 
American-made F-4 Phantoms, 
twin-engine fighter bombers 
that were sold to Iran’s U.S.- 


backed shah in the 1970s and 
were last produced by McDon¬ 
nell Aircraft Corp. in 1981. 

Qatari-based broadcaster 
Al-Jazeera filmed a jet flying 
over Iraq on Nov. 30 that was 
identified by Jane’s Defence 
Weekly as an Iranian Phan¬ 
tom. 

Speaking in Brussels on 
Wednesday, U.S. Secretaiy of 
State John Kerry said Iranian 
attacks on ISIL militants would 
represent a positive develop¬ 
ment. 

“I think it’s self-evident 
that if Iran is taking on ISIL in 
some particular place, and it’s 
confined to taking on ISIL, and 
it has an impact, its net effect 
is positive,” Keriy told repor¬ 
ters. “But that’s not something 
we’re co-ordinating.” 

In Iran, a spokeswoman for 
the foreign ministry, Marzieh 
Afkham, also denied that Iran 
has co-operated with the U.S.- 
led coalition but neither con¬ 
firmed nor denied the Iranian 
airstrikes against ISIL in Iraq. 

Iraq’s Prime Minister, 
Haider al-Abadi, told reporters 
Wednesday, “I’m not aware 
there were Iranian airstrikes.”

Bell launches CraveTV 


Equifax. Heading into 
the holiday shopping

Canadians continue to pile 
on debt and now collect¬ 
ively owe more than $1.5 
trillion, according to the 
latest figures from Equifax 
Canada. 

The consumer credit-rat¬ 
ing agency says the level at 
the end of the third quarter 
was up 7.4 per cent from 
$1,409 trillion a year ago. 

Nearly two-thirds of the 
total owed, or $985.1 bil¬ 
lion, is mortgage debt. 

Excluding mortgages, the 
average debt held by Can¬ 
adians stands at $20,891. 

The auto-loan and instal¬ 
ment-loan sectors showed 
the most significant increas¬ 
es, at 6.8 and 5.8 per cent 
year-over-year respectively.

“While the debt numbers 
are worrisome, it’s certainly 
positive to see delinquency 
and bankruptcy rates inch 
down each quarter,” said Ma¬ 
lina. “The fact is, while debt 
figures have gone up, they 
have increased at a slower 
rate in the third quarter, 
with most Canadians seem¬ 
ingly still spending within 
their means.”

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Pinterest. Pinning hopes 
on getting men on board 


Social-media platform Pinter¬ 
est is best known as an aspir- 
ational online scrapbook to 
collect photos of drool-worthy 
recipes, glamorous redecorat¬ 
ing ideas and sartorial snap¬ 
shots. 

But the rapidly growing 
bookmarking service is happy 
to see more users “pinning” 
hockey sticks, wood grain and 
booze. 

Once considered primar¬ 
ily a female-oriented social 
network, Pinterest is now at¬ 
tracting men in greater num¬ 
bers, which is helping to drive 
a strong growth spurt. 

A good chunk of those new 
“pinners” are from Canada, 
which is Pinterest’s second- 
largest market behind the U.S. 

“We’ve seen Canada grow 
at a great clip alongside or in 


parallel with the U.S.,” says Pin- 
terest’s head of international, 
Matt Ciystal. 

“The user base in Canada 
is 60 per cent bigger than it 
was about 11 months ago, and 
we’re growing really quickly.” 

In an online survey of anglo¬ 
phone Canadians conducted 
for the Media Technology Mon¬ 
itor in the fall of 2013, about 
13 per cent of respondents said 
they had used Pinterest in the 
past month, compared to 66 
per cent for Faceboolc, 22 per 
cent for Linlcedln and 19 per 
cent for Twitter. 

About 21 per cent of the 
female respondents said they 
had used Pinterest recently, 
while just six per cent of men 
said they’d logged on lately.

HOUSING AS A HUMAN RIGHT 


Do people have a constitutional right to adequate housing? The Court of Appeal for Ontario recently ruled that this is a matter for governments to deride, not courts, 
but advocates plan to take their fight to the Supreme Court of Canada. Metro staff from across the country talked to housing-rights champions for their take:

The distinction the judge in 
this case made between the 
role of the courts and the role 
of the legislature is an import¬ 
ant one, says Stacy Douglas, 
assistant professor of Law and 
Legal Studies at Carleton Uni¬ 
versity. 

“It rests on an idea, central 
to our democracy, that parlia¬ 
ment makes law, and courts 
merely ensure that this law is 
being upheld,” she said. “How¬ 
ever, this is an increasingly 
grey area as our law continues 
to change and transform to 
accommodate demands, for 
example, for socio-economic 
rights. 

“The appellants in this case 
are claiming that the overall 
approach of the government 


has led to conditions that vio¬ 
late their rights to adequate 
housing. (But) because there 
is no constitutional right to 
housing and because there is 
no otherwise stated standard 
for them to use to evaluate gov¬ 
ernmental policy, the courts 
claim it must be a matter for 
the legislature.” 

As for whether an absence 
of government action can 
be considered a violation of 
constitutional rights, Doug¬ 
las said “the law is constantly 
changing, and judges should 
be very careful about deciding 
too swiftly what is justiciable 
and what isn’t. Something that 
is unacceptable today may veiy 
well be acceptable tomorrow.”

Interview. Alan 
Cumming details his 
difficult childhood in 
a memoir, and says he's 
now at ease with missing 
out on being a dad 


When Scottish actor Alan Cum¬ 
ming was 28, he endured an 
episode he’s come to believe 
was a nervous breakdown — 
or, as he memorably refers to it 
in his new memoir, a Nervy B. 

He was eight years into a 
marriage to actress Hilaiy Lyon 
and the couple was tiying to 
have a child. As parenthood 
loomed and Cumming became 
increasingly swallowed by anx¬ 
iety, he started to realize he 
hadn’t quite escaped the dark 
shadow of his own father. 

As documented in Not My 
Father’s Son, the Tony Award¬ 
winning actor was raised 
by a mercurial terror who 
subjected Cumming and his 
brother, Tom, to a routine of 
jarring physical violence and 
withering verbal criticism. 

Then 28 years old and con¬ 
sidering the reality of father¬ 
hood for the first time, Cum¬ 
ming worried about a cycle 
of violence. Now 49 and still 
childless, Cumming says he 
remains vigilant for echoes 
of his deceased dad. “I’m not 
a father, and I’ve chosen not 
to be now,” he said during 
an interview in Toronto this 
week. “Sometimes if I get an¬ 
noyed with a child, or even my 
dogs, I sort of think: ‘Oh gosh.’ 
I sometimes check myself. 

“That will never go away 
— that wony,” he added. “Be¬ 
cause I am my father’s (son). 
I have madness on both sides 
of my family. Let’s face it. It’s a 
miracle I’m functioning.” 

Although Cumming just 
worked the book’s title into

His 
dad dragged him by the scruff 
of his neck for dozens of yards, 
threw him across a workbench 
and shaved his head roughly 
with a pair of rusty clippers he 
usually used to shear sheep. 


conversation casually, it’s ac¬ 
tually quite a loaded statement 
for the multi-hyphenate star 
— one that launched a “crazy 
summer” that served as the 
setting for Cumming’s mem¬ 
oir. 

It was 2010, and Cumming 
was participating in the Brit¬ 
ish genealogy documentaiy 
Who Do You Think You Are? 
As he was preparing to climb 
his family tree, he fell into con¬ 
tact with his father for the first 
time in more than a decade. 

His dad was dying of cancer 
and had troubling news for his 
family: Alan Cumming, he was 
certain, was not actually his 
son but instead the product 
of an extramarital affair pur¬ 
sued by Cumming’s beloved 
mother. 

Just as he was reeling from 


this revelation, Cumming was 
reaching profound conclu¬ 
sions in his documentaiy-aid- 
ed investigation into the mys¬ 
terious death of his maternal 
grandfather, a British soldier 
named Tommy Darling who 
had disappeared into a life 
in Malaysia marked in equal 
measure by honour and havoc. 
Cumming documents the 
dual familial probes in some¬ 
times alternating chapters in 
his tightly focused memoir. 
And he does eventually find 
out whether his own father 
was telling the truth — but it 
would spoil the book to reveal 
that answer here. 

For a long time the actor 
was uncharacteristically terse 
on the topic of his father. In 
the U.K., where Cumming’s 
life has long been a subject of 
interest to the tabloid press, 
it had been established that 
Cumming and his father were 
estranged but the reasons why 
were somewhat bluny. 

Even those closest to Cum¬ 
ming were stunned to read 
his account of a childhood 
spent weathering a campaign 
of psychological cruelty and 
intimidation. “My friends are 
shocked,” said Cumming, nat¬ 
tily clad in a royal blue dress 
shirt and black vest. 

Considerations of parent¬ 
hood lingered for Cumming, 
by the way, beyond that anx¬ 
ious time in his 20s. 

Now, however — months 
away from his 50th birthday 
and years into his marriage to 
longtime partner Grant Shaffer 
— Cumming has confidently 
closed the book on fatherhood. 

“I did want to do that, and 
I really don’t now,” he said. 
“I think I got older and I got 
content. And I don’t want to 
change that. I’m content. So 
I don’t think a child is some¬ 
thing that I need to fulfil me 
anymore.”

“You become so over¬ 
whelmed by the events that 
somehow you don’t feel the 
fear,” she tells us, adding that 
growing up in Iran during the 
Revolution made her accus¬ 
tomed to living in a fearful 
climate, and she didn’t real¬ 


ize just how stressful it was 
until she left the countiy. 

Fathi’s new memoir, 
The Lonely War (out Dec. 9) 
chronicles the aftermath of 
the revolution and how it af¬ 
fected her personally. 

The way Fathi weaves 
Iran’s narrative with her own 
makes for a compelling read. 
One reason she wrote the 
book is to reverse stereotypes 
about Iran. This even pre¬ 
sented itself when she was 
finalizing the book’s cover. 

“The publisher said people 
wouldn’t know this was a 
book about Iran unless we 
put a woman wearing a chad¬ 
or on the cover,” Fathi says. 
“Whenever someone wants 
to use an image to represent 
Iran, it’s a picture of a woman 
in a chador. This is such a cli¬ 
che, both for the regime and 
here in the West. Iranian 
women want to be free with 
how they dress. You hardly 
ever come across a woman 
who lives here, in a free coun¬ 
try, and wears the chador.”

Fathi took her publisher’s 
advice and she’s happy with 
the cover. “I hope once people 
read the book that these are 
not true perceptions of the 
countiy and its people.” 

Fathi says another miscon¬ 
ception is that nuclear talk 
is the most important issue 
to the Iranian people. “They 
don’t care about it. This is 
the most important issue in 


America’s foreign policy and 
Israel’s foreign policy but, for 
Iranians, it’s a minor issue.” 

Instead, she says they care 
about gaining more personal 
freedoms. As the middle class 
has grown — it now accounts 
for more than 70 per cent of 
the countiy’s population — 
Fathi says the people see free¬ 
doms that exist elsewhere 
and they want them. 

When Iranian pop-singer 
Morteza Pashaei died of can¬ 
cer Nov. 14 at the age of 30, 
thousands of Iranians flooded 
the streets to mourn for him. 

“Women, who are not per¬ 
mitted to sing in public, were 
singing his songs,” Fathi says. 
“It’s a sign that the younger 
generation is vying for more 
personal freedom. They’re 
looking for an excuse to show 
their solidarity.” 

It’s a battle the Iranian 
people are still fighting and 
Fathi’s voice is just one of 77 
million — albeit a strong one. 
Her story is worth hearing; 
she did risk her life to tell it.

performance. 

John Legend is in 
similar shoes; All 
of Me was released 
before eligibility, 
but he could earn a 
nomination for the 
live rendition. 

Live songs have 
won in the past; 

Adele won best pop 
solo performance 
for Set Fire to the 
Rain a year after 
she dominated the 
Grammys with her 
album 21. 



Ariana and Iggy 

Although Ariana Grande 
and Iggy Azalea both have 
a strong chance for best 
new artist, they could can¬ 
cel each other out when it 
comes to song and record 
of the year. Azalea’s Fancy 
is most likely to be up 
for top-song honours, but 
the votes could split 
between that and 
Grande’s Problem. 

Azalea, though, 
should be a top 
contender in the 
rap categories, and 
Grande could earn 
Y a nomination for 
best pop vocal 
album for My 
Eveiything, as 
well as nods 
in the R&B 
categories.

Invitations come first 

Remember, your party is only as good as your guest list, 
so ask yourself: • Who is coming to the party? Friends? 
Family? Work colleagues? Will there be kids? • If it’s a work 
event, keep things professional and avoid mixing groups. 

Be clear about what kind of party it is. • Sending a paper 
invitation is a classy way of inviting small groups. For larger 
groups, send an online invitation. It’s fast and effective. 



Timing 
and food 
are crucial 

If your party starts 
between 6:30 and 
7:30 p.m., you bet¬ 
ter be feeding your 
guests more than a 
shrimp ring! But if 
things get under¬ 
way at 8:30 p.m.

• Carbonated water 

Combine water, lemon zest, 
nutmeg, cloves, sage and sugar.

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Chelsea effective without Costa 


Premier League. 

Backups Drogba and 
Remy both score in 
absence of star striker 


Didier Drogba and Loic Remy 
showed Chelsea can cope 
without injured top scorer 
Diego Costa on Wednesday, 
with the backup strikers 
both scoring as the Premier 
League leaders swept aside 
Tottenham 3-0 to extend 
their unbeaten start to the 
season. 

Although Tottenham 
threatened early on, with 
Harry Kane heading against 
the crossbar, Chelsea took 
control after a Drogba-to- 
Eden Hazard one-two created 
the Belgian midfielder’s goal 
in the 19th minute. 

Tottenham gifted Chelsea 
another goal inside three 
minutes, with goalkeeper 
Hugo Lloris’ weak clearance 
allowing Hazard and Oscar to 
combine to set up Drogba. It 
was the 36-year-old striker’s 
fifth goal since returning to 



Chelsea this season after two 
years away. 

“It’s remarkable ... he 
is not selfish, not vain — a 
humble guy who plays and 
fights for the team,” Chel¬ 
sea manager Jose Mourinho 
said. “The important thing is 
he is here and will finish his 
career with Chelsea. It looks, 
for me, that he’s going to stay 
doing other things when he 
finishes his career.” 

After Drogba was substi¬ 
tuted in the second half, re¬ 
placement Remy exposed the 
feeble Tottenham defence 
again in the 73rd, sidefooting 
in the third. 

Fourteen matches into 
the season, Chelsea stayed 
six points clear of champion 
Manchester City, which won 


4-1 at Sunderland. 

Only in the first 15 min¬ 
utes did Tottenham ever look 
like winning at Stamford 
Bridge for the first time since 
1990. Picking up where they 
left off in Sunday’s victoiy 
over Everton, Tottenham’s 
players were vibrant and as¬ 
sertive going forward. 

Only the woodwork de¬ 
nied Kane after meeting 
Aaron Lennon’s cross with 
a header. Kane, the 21-year- 
old striker who wasn’t born 
when Tottenham last won 
here, also easily went past 
Gaiy Cahill but flashed a shot 
across the face of goal. 

Then, as so often against 
the Premier League powers, 
Tottenham capitulated. 

Cesc Fabregas’ shot was 
saved by Lloris, but soon Haz¬ 
ard evaded Lennon and after 
combining with Drogba, he 
struck under Lloris at the 
near post. 

“We started the game veiy 
bravely, but the first chance 
they scored from,” Totten¬ 
ham manager Mauricio Poch- 
ettino said. “I’m not happy.”

Bills in Toronto series sacked 


It started out in 2008 as a dream 
to bring the NFL to Canada. 

But after six years of manu¬ 
factured hype and lacklustre 
games, the Buffalo Bills in To¬ 
ronto series has been blown up 
for good. 

The Bills and Rogers Com¬ 
munications, who were part¬ 
ners, agreed on Wednesday to 
terminate the four remaining 
years left on the series. 

The NFL team and Rogers 
had reached another deal in 
2013 to extend the series for 
five more years, but in March, 
both parties announced the ser¬ 


ies was going on hiatus as they 
conducted reviews. 

Upon hearing the news of 
its death, fans rejoiced on social 
media. One person called the 
series “an abomination” and 
another tweeted that this was 
the “best news so far today.” 

When asked for comment, 
the CFL’s Toronto Argonauts, 
the Rogers Centre tenants who 
were always seen as main los¬ 
ers in this arrangement, main¬ 
tained their position of not 
commenting. 

The 2008 agreement had 
the Bills playing one “home”

game a year in Toronto for five

Perhaps the fate of the ser¬ 
ies was sealed last month when 
neither the Bills nor the NFL 
approached the Rogers people 
about hosting the snowed-out 
Bills-New York Jets game. In¬ 
stead, the Bills game was played 
Monday, Nov. 24, in Detroit.
